Injuries Sustained When Machine

Charles \V. Griffin, age fifty-three 
years, new trustee of Center town­ 
ship, was fatally injured! last Sat 
unlay afternoon at the Pennsylvania 
railroad crossing in Dunreith, when 
the automobile in whieh he was riding 
ran into a train ^s he was returning 
home from Newcastle. 
The flagman was at the crossing,

naled Mr. Griflin to stop, but he ap 
parentIv did not see either the train 
or the flagman and 
his 
machine 
crashed headon into the coal car im- 
mediatelv back of the engine.* 
The automobile was hurled to one 
side and turned over and Mr. Grillin 
suffered internal injuries whieh re­ 
sulted in hi*s death about one hour 
later. 
A dog which was a pet 
of .M r. 
Griffin’s and was his almost con­ 
stant companion, was riding in the 
machine at the time of tlie accident, 
hut escaped without a scratch.
